The doctrine of the resurrection is 
one of the fundamentals of the Chris: 
tian religion and one of its vital 
points, for without resurrection there 
can be no hope beyond this life. 

The Old Testament prefigures it in 
sundry cases of persons raised from 
the dead by prophets divinely led. The 
New Testament, however, gives the 
complete revelation of the divine 
economy. Jesus died and rose again 
and taught the doctrine with directness 
and simplicity, His disciples and the 
apostles elaborating the teaching in 
many different ways and upon many 
different occasions. 

In the days of Jesus and the apos- 
tles they were daily meeting with peo- 
ple who disbelieved their doctrine, but 
they never faced anything’ that 
brought as much contention as _ the 
question of the resurrection. The very 
thought that from dust thou art, and 
unto dust thou shalt return, was not 
what bothered their minds, but the 
idea that from this dust shall be the 
resurrection. There were many critics 
and unbelievers, and they are not all 
dead yet. We have many today that 
say they believe in the resurrection. 
But do we believe it as Jesus and the 
Apostles taught it and as the old pa- 
triarchs and prophets believed it in 
their day? 


What does the Bible say about-it?; 


I bélféve the first witness to examine 
ia Job, that perfect man of God. He 
had perfect faith in God, believed in 
& perfect resurrection, though he lived 
1620 B. C. He had a firmer belief in 
the redurréction than many who live 
today. Job 19:26-27, And though after 
thy Skin wornis destroy this body, yet 
in my feééh shall I 6ée God: Whom I 
ghall seo for myself, and mine at 
éhall Behold, And Hot another: thoug! 
my reins be consumed within me. 
Now Job said after his body was eaten 
by worms, yet with his eyes he shall 
look upon God. 
The next witness that we would call 


to verify the same faith as Job is. 


Isaiah 26:19. Thy dead men shall live, 
together with my dead body shall they 
arise. Awake and sing, ye that dwell 
in dust: for thy dew is as the dew of 
herbs, and the earth shall cast out 
the dead. Here the prophet declares 
that the earth shall cast out the dead. 
Here the prophet declares that the 
dead shall arise and that they shall 
sing for the earth will cast thee = 

The writer of Ecclesiastes in speak- 
ing of the end of man, tells us he 
shall return to dust, that is his em 
for in Eccl. 12:7, Then shall the dus 
return to the earth as it was: and yt 
spirit shall return to God who gave : 

Jesus had often visited the home 0 
Martha, Mary and Lazarus. But Laz- 
arus died. Jesus was called. Martha 
met Jesus and told Him of the death 
of her brother. Jesus says, “He shall 
live again? She thought He was speak- 
ing of the final resurrection and said, 
“J know he shall rise again in the 
resurrection, at the last day.” But 
Jesus said, John 11:25, “I am the 
resurrection, and the life: he that be- 
lieveth in me, though he were dead, 
yet shall he live.” Jesus came to the 
grave and with a groan, cried, “Laza- 
rus, come forth.” He answered the 
call and came forth, the same hands 
that went into the grave, the same 
feet, still bound, the same face, in fact 
the same Lazarus. Those doubting 
Jews knew he was dead. They knew it 
was he after he was resurrected. Why? 
Because it was that same person, or 
body that was put in there. 

Jesus hung upon the cruel cross of 
Calvary, bled and died, was taken from 
there, and placed in Joseph’s tomb. 
But the third day He broke the prison 
bars, snatched the keys of death, and 
came forth as the first fruits of the 
resurrection. 1 Cor. 15:13-17, But if 
there be no resurrection of the dead, 
then is Christ not risen: And if Christ 
be not risen, then is our preaching 
vain and your faith is also vain. Yea, 
and we are found false witnesses of 
God; because we have testified of God 
that he raised up Christ: whom he 
raised not up, if so be that the dead 
rise not. For if the dead rise not, then 
is not Christ raised: And if Christ 
be not raised, your faith is vain; ye 
are yet in your sins. Now we are fac- 


ing the issue. We are a believer in the 
resurrection, or we are a_ sinner. 
Thomas doubted, and you may doubt 
as you read this, but when Thomas 
touched the nail prints in His hands, 
thrust his hand into His side, it made 
a believer out of him. We have never 
had the happy privilege of seeing what 
Thomas saw, but in John 20:29 He 
says we are blessed if we _ believe, 
though we have not seen.

VESSELS OF THE 
LORD

“But the Lord said unto him, Go 
thy way: for he is a chosen vessel unto 
me, to bear my name before the Gen- 
tiles, and kings, and the children of 
Israel.” Acts 9:15. 

“If a man therefore purge himself 
from these, he shall be a vessel unto 
honour, sanctified, and meet for the 
master’s use, and prepared unto every 
good work.” 2 Tim. 2:21. 

When we speak of a vessel you 
quickly think of a ship, but in this 
short article we confine the vessel to 
a receptacle. In most cases a vessel 
receives and gives, such as: a pitcher 
which is filled then emptied into 
glasses for several persons. We are 
vessels of the Lord. 

In the first Scripture reference, God 
is talking to Ananias concerning Paul 
or Saul of Tarsus. He who had been 
a despiser and persecutor of the dis- 
ciples of Christ had met Christ and 
had been chosen of Him to be a ves- 
sel to bear His name before the Gen- 
tiles, kings, and Hebrews. Through 
Paul’s zeal, courage, and faithfulness 
to his religion, Jesus saw in him an 
ardent disciple and preacher. We have 
only to read the Acts and Pauline 
Epistles to behold the passionate love 
the once sincere Pharisee, Paul, had 
for his beloved Master. Later Paul 
said, “I bear in my body the marks 


of the Lord Jesus.” 

Now there are many kinds of ves- 
els, each kind for + purpose. Paul tells 
us in a great house there are vessels 


of gold, silver, wood, and of earth. We 
are vessels of God in a great house 
(Church of God), maybe not a golden 
vessel,—i. e. chosen to be a bishop—or 
a silver vessel, but a vessel for a pur- 
pose and no one else can fill our place 
in the Great House. Jesus said to the 
twelve, “Preach the kingdom of heav- 
en, heal the sick, cleanse the lepers, 
raise the dead, cast out devils, freely 
ye have received, freely give.” Give 
what? That ye have received. If we 
have received God’s love, mercy, kind- 
ness, Holy Spirit, and a message to 
man, then give it. But we cannot give 
something we have not received. 

Paul told Timothy, If a man purge 
himself from these, he shall be a ves- 
sel unto honour, sanctified, and meet 
for the master’s use. These, in the 
above verses, refers to some things 
which hinder the Gospel. You may 
read the chapter as we have not space 
to refer to these. Remember we are 
vessels for the Master’s use. Like the 
water pots at the marriage in Cana, 
let Jesus fill us to the brim with His 
Spirit, love, and power to the salvation 
of sinners, for the edifying of the 
body of Christ. How beautiful are the 
feet, how noble the lives of those who 
consecrate their all to the Master 
which means being a servant of all.

When shall this take place and who 
shall be resurrected? Jesus said in 
John 5:28-29, Marvel not at this: for 
the hour is coming, in the which all 
that are in the graves shall hear his 
voice, And shall come forth; they that 
have done good, unto the resurrection 
of life; and they that have done evil, 
unto the resurrection of damnation. 
Paul affirmed the very statement of 
Jesus, and when he was brought be- 
fore the council said in Acts 24:14-15, 
But this I confess unto thee, that af- 
ter the way which they call heresy, so 
worship I the God of my fathers, be- 
lieving ALL THINGS which are writ- 
ten in the law and in the prophets: 
And have hope toward God, which 
they themselves also allow, that there 
shall be a resurrection of the dead, 
both of the just and unjust. In Paul’s 
day the doctrine of the resurrection 
was considered heresy, but there are 
some yet, who like Paul, believe all 
things written in God’s great Book. 
Jesus and Paul both speak of the body 
as this is all that is in the grave. The 
part of the work of redemption is not 
perfected in this life but awaits the 
future. Should anyone insist that the 
work of redemption is accomplished in 
the body of man in this life, he would 
do well to ask himself the question, 
Whether or not this body is exempt 
from pain, sickness, and death. If not 
redemption’s work is not yet wrought 
in that body. The apostle makes this 
plain in the following text: Rom. 8:23. 
Even we ourselves groan within our- 
selves, waiting for the adoption, to wit, 
the redemption of our body. Here the 
apostles, who had doubtless attained 
to all of the privileges of redemption 
possible in this life, testified that 
“even we ourselves” are awaiting the 
time to come for the redemption of 
the body, which can only take place 
by the resurrection. 
Man’s body will be fully redeemed 
and made as free from sickness, pain, 


and dissolution when redemption has 


wrought its work in it as though it 
had never known sin. This achieve- 
ment for man has been won through 
the resurrection of Christ, offering to 
man the resurrection of the body. That 
work is expressed by Paul in the 
words, “We shall all be changed.” 1 
Cor. 15:51. 


God, in speaking to Ezekiel econcern- 

ing the spiritual restoration of Israel, 
gave us one of the most complete de 
scriptions of the resurrection that 
there is in the Bible. The hand of the 
Lord was upon me, and carried me 
out in the spirit of the Lord, and set 
me down in the midst of the valley 
which was full of bones, And caused 
me to pass by them around about: 
and, behold, there were very many in 
the open valley; and, lo, they were 
very dry. And he said unto’ me, Son 
of man, can these bones live? And I 
answered, O Lord God, thou knowest. 
Again he said unto me, Prophesy up- 
on these bones, and say unto them, 
O ye dry bones, hear the word of the 
Lord. Thus saith the Lord God unto 
these bones; .Behold I will cause 
breath to enter into you, and ye shall 
live: And I will lay sinews upon you 
and will bring up flesh upon you, and 
cover you with skin, and put breath 
in you, and ye shall live; and ye shall 
know that I am the Lord. So I proph- 
esied as I was commanded: and as 1 
prophesied, there was a noise, and be- 
hold a shaking, and the bones came 
together, bone to his bone. And when 
I beheld, lo, the sinews and the flesh 
came up upon them, and the ‘skin 
covered them above: but there was no 
breath in them. Then said he unto me, 
Prophesy unto the wind, prophesy, son 
of man, and say to the wind, Thus 
saith the Lord God; Come from the 
four winds, O breath, and breathe up- 
on these slain, that they may live. 
So I prophesied as he commanded me, 
and the breath came into them, and 
they lived, and stood up upon their 
feet, an exceeding great army. Then 
he said unto me, Son of man, these 
bones are the whole house of Israel: 
behold, they say, Our bones are dried, 
and our hope is lost: we are cut off 
for our parts. Therefore prophesy and 
say unto them, Thus saith the Lord 
God; Behold, O my people, I will open 
your graves, and cause you to come 
up out of your grave, and bring you 
into the land of Israel. And ye shall 
know that I am the Lord, when I have 
opened your graves, O my people, and 
brought you up out of your graves, 
And shall put my spirit in you, and ye 
shall live, and I shall place you in 
your own land: then shall ye know 
that I the Lord have spoken it, and 
performed it, saith the Lord. Ezekiel 
37:1-14,

Christ said, “For out of the abun- 
dance of the heart the mouth speak- 
eth,” and prayer has been the inner- 
most thought of my heart for some 
time so I feel led to write a few words 
on this subject. Every day I see and 
feel the need of more and more earn- 


est prayer in my own life as well as 
the lives of those around me. 

First let me ask, What is prayer? 
Someone has said, “Prayer is the sin- 
cere desire of the soul, either express- 
ed or unexpressed.” So we see prayer 
is not necessarily an elaborate ora- 
tion nor a continuation of well form- 
ed sentences nor “vain repetitions.” 

Next we say, Why should we pray? 
(1) Because it is Christ’s command- 
ment. Matt. 26:41. He says, “Watch 
and pray that ye enter not into temp- 
tation.” If we could only pray more 
and keep our minds in an attitude of 
prayer, we would have less chance for 
evil thoughts to creep in. (2) Pray for 
strength. Luke 21:36, “Watch ye there 
fore, and pray always that ye may be 
accounted worthy to escape all these 
things that shall come to pass, and to 
stand before the Son of man.” Psa. 
138:3, “In the day when I cried thou 
answeredest me, and strengthenedst 
me with strength in my soul.” (3) 
Fervently. James 5:16, “The effectual 
fervent prayer of a righteous man 
availeth much.” We notice that it is 
the fervent prayer of a righteous man, 
and not an ungodly man which avail- 
eth much, so how careful ought we to 
live that our prayers may avail much. 

When should we pray? David said, 
“Evening, and morning, and at noon 
will I cry aloud; and he shall hear my 
voice.” At 1 Thess. 5:17 we see that 
Paul said, “Pray without ceasing.” 
Now that doesn’t necessarily mean to 
spend twenty-four hours of every day 
on our knees, nor to be continually 
praying in our audible voice, but to 
have a prayer in our hearts. The most 
effective way to put Satan behind us 
is to have a prayer in our hearts. If 
someone speaks unkind to you or mis- 
treats you, get in connection with 
Heaven via silent prayer and you will 
be surprised how easy it is to speak 
sweetly and gently or to do a kind 
deed in return for an unkind one. If 
you are sad and discouraged and the 
sun seems to be behind a cloud, whis- 
per a word to our loving Father and 
look up and see how bright the sun is 
shining thru.
